The
courts have held such an agreement
good, holding that the agreement is a

waiver of the right of exemption.

Tiiese assignments should be de-

clared invalid, or at least require the
signature of the wife, for she and the
children are the main sufferers from
such conditions..

"What about the real remedies?
Nearly every state has a different law
on the subject and some states have
no law at all. It is unnecessary to
particularize with regard to these dif

ferent state law s. The suggestion has
been made that the law should declare,
as in some other commonwealths, all
usury contracts void. That law lias
proved lnetlective wnere 11 exists, ine
reason can readily be seen, for after
the usury Is paid there is nothing to

declare void.
